Car Crashes After Shots. 

The slugs of the shotguns struck the 
head and upper part of Agostino’s 
body and wrecked the steering mech- 
anism of the automobile. The car 
went up over the sidewalk, through a 
metal signboard, across a vacant lot, 
and smashed against a building at the 
alley. It was there Antonio received 
his most serious injuries, a double con- 
cugsion of the brain as well as many 
cuts and bruises. 

The killers’ car did not stop. No 
one obtained its license number. No 
one was able to give a description of its 
occupants. Passing motorists removed 
the wounded Morici brothers to hospi- 
tals, Antonio to the Alexian Brothers’

Mrs. Mary Morici, wife of Antonio, 
came to the hospital to see him.

Hell of a Storm: Hartley.
